Havay called you from your various avocationy,to convene in 
fieneral Assembly af an earlier day and upon a shorter noticve-than 
sight appear desirable. 1 will proceed without delay to lay before you, 
le chief reason for so oing, as well as make such other ‘suggeéstidhs, 
sto me shall appearnecessary and proper, and as shall docur td my 
sind. a 
It 1s @ matter of congratulation to me, that thus far in our history, 
plitical and social, unity hag pervaded our counails, fidelity and. m- 
egrity our trusts, and while freely ddmitting the embarrassments 6f new 
md untried positions in the affairs of Govsrnment, yet, there are none 
ther, than those whose: information extends tö thé wants and wishes of 
e people, with whom they have to do, that are sò well quahfied to Be- 
some the recipients of their confidence. ’ si 
lonce thé wisdom and necessity of toeal Legislation, of Legislation 
iy the immedidte rep: esentatives of the people, who coming us they do. 
rom their midst, must necessarily know what laws are best calculated 
‘or their benefit, and will best suit their circumstances. The General 
Governmeént acdordinely organized the Government of Utah, and while 
bo reserves unto herself the right of appointing a few of the principal 
ficere, nevertheless extends to the Legislative Assembly of the Terr- 
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ror’, Ah liguilur Bud,eks ul Logigation, oasalen:i wit no uy, 
stitution of tho United States. and the provisions of the organ c luvs fil 

The subject which I have upon my mind, and which I wish to lay bd 
fore you moro particularly at this time, 1s the fact ot no provisiog 
haing madein the organic act for vacancies occasioned by the ‘doatht 
removals or other necessary absence” of any of the officers, so appointel 
by the (General Government, except tho Governor, incase of whi 
vacancy, occurring, the Secretary, performs tho duties thereot, ung 
such vacancy shall be hlled, or the disability ceaseto exist ‘This subje 
becomes of greater moment, from the fact of several of the officers 
appointed by the General Guvernment, proposing to leave tho Territog 
oarly ın Uetober next, nor would this involve this Government in 
much difficulty, were ita proximity to the General Govorumeut less, @ 
its meana of communivation thereto more extensive. But being habi 
to be deprived of any, and especially so many of those important offic 
tor such a length of time, as necessarily must transpire in'the event $ 
their going, and Congress not having provided any remedy, 1t appears 
become not only a ‘rightful’, but a necessary subject of Legislation, 
provide by law for the present emergencies. Upon the arrival of 
Ferritorial Officers, the Territory was districted, and the Judges assign 
their Judicial Districts. They have, and are, organizing courts k 
their several districts, preparatory to business. 

[ntimately connected with this subject, and one that wil Le j roducty 
of much convenience, and good to the people, as well as those entrust 
with the adjudication and excution thereof, will bea code of laws, whig 
although they may not be very extended ın their character, siiould $ 
losst show the organization of Government, and the modus operan 
thereof, sufficient to indicate the road to speedy and impartial Justi 
It 1g more than probable, that such of the Supreme Court as shall remas 
would take a pleasure in mecting a committee from the legislatif 
assembly, and give them the benefit of their “legal learning,” in 
formation of such a code, if the Assembly should indicate a wish $ 
them to do so. 

It is known that this Territory has not beem without law, but to 
enact and adopt, those which will be most conducive to the publie gog 
and such others, as may be deemed necessary, will requne much 
flection and time. 

For when we reflect, that the future destiny of our young commmd¢ 
wealth, depends ın part upon its earlier legislation, ıt becomes us 

well to consider upon the importance of the duties devolving upon 
and not ra caer any known duty. Still, giving due consideration 
the ordsining of those laws, which will necessarily entwine themsel 
around us, either to entangle us in the meshes of conflicting and 
meaning laws, or form those bulwarks of National Liberty, ldepende 
and Justice, which shall secure those blessings not only to oursoly 
but to suc ceeding generations. 

Through the munificence of the General Government, we have ext 
ded unto us, increased famlities for spending our time for the pul 
weal, for however much the honest pride of gratuitous publi servi 
may fatter ity humble res imronts, sot, whust it imporerishes all hut 
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honer sole nun . aud hisconnty + cause, his aptueties wall scarcely be 
bled, his daily supplies but rarely replenished 
Knowing however, as I do, that no such inducement has hitherto 
tached itself to the officers of this Territory, in the faithful discharge 
[then duties, 30 in the future, I shall eapect to se@ the same dis- 
terested devotion to the public welfare. You have doubtless observed 
tthe oiganic act regunes various duties to be performed by the 
pgislative assembly at ita first session, which were in the first instance 
pvoived upon the executive J will dismiss this part of the subject, by 
erely calling your attention to it and remarking that the powor thus 
ested in me has only been exercised, when the duty seemed imperative 
r public necessity required I intend however to avail myself of the 
nvening of the assembly, to fuither organize the territory, by 
ppointing, in connection with the Council, all such officers as may he 
ecessary to hold them offices until superceded by an election, or other- 
ise, as the assembly shall direct. 
The library, which through the liberality of the general government 
as been bestowed upon this teriitory, having principally arrived, it 
ecomcs necessary to provide by law, for the sate keeping and 
eservation of this munificent donation, a greater than which, could 
earcely be found, or have been more acceptable for the use or benefit 
fUtah Itis proper to remark, that the gift has been greatly en- 
anced by the choice selection, and assiduous labors of our fellow 
tizena, and delegate to congress, the honorable John M. Bernhisel- in 
ocuring voluntary contributions, from various literary and scientific 
titutions, throughout the United States, as well as the works of 
veral distinguished authors, and miscellaneous contributions from 
g@blishers, editors, &c,, thus furnishing a library in the midst of the 
jountains, in the wilderness of deserts, of which the oldest and 
iealthiest state might well be proud, in this connection I wish to state, 
t the provisional government did grant a charter for the university of 
pret and make an annual appropriation of five thousand dollars for 
benefit. 
The president and regents of this institution, have selected a site for 
ir buildings, and grounds, and commenced some permanent improve- 
nts thereon l therefore recommend that you extend unto them, all 
essary legislation, and such pecuniary assistance, as you shall find it 
your power to give. 
“or the advancement and encouragement of primary schools, I morely 
gest at this time, that it 18 a subject which should attract your early 
ntention; and will add, that some system might with propriety be 
ted, which requiring the inhabitants of each neighborhood con- 
ting of a certain number of famılıes, (to be fixed by law,) to maintain 
»ychool therem, a superintendent of public instruction, with a fixed 
vfary, might be of incalculable benefit at this early peiiod of our 
ional existence, in the formation of an uniform system of common 

thools, as well as in introducing an uniform system of puble instruction. 
iWese duties might with propriety be devolved upon the president, 01 
nmo member of the hoard of regents, -who might be enabled through 
encouragement thus afforded, to devote tia tma to this interestivg
